MAY GET NEW POST 


Even the Eu ropean corn borer has 
its “Typhoid Mary.” 
Broomcorn, thou ght to be the plant 
which brou ght 
the corn borer 
into 
this cou ntry, 
itself rarely 
su ffers 
; commercial damage from the borer. 
| Fou r years 
of experiment 
in New 
I England indicate that broomcorn “ap­ 
pears to be able to withstand severe 
infestation 
withou t Appreciable 
in­ 
ju ry to the bru sh u sed in broom mak­ 
ing.” 
So the federal department of agri­ 
cu ltu re reports in a new bu lletin en­ 
titled, “ A Progress Report on the In­ 
vestigations of 
the Eu ropean 
Corn 
Borer.” 
Tho there 
is no certain 
evidence 
that 
broomcorn 
brou ght the borer 
from central Eu rope to this cou ntry 
back in 19 09 , 
or shortly thereafter, 
federal entomologists conclu de that 
as the most likely way. 
The borer might easily have slipped 
in u nknown, the scientists point ou t, 
becau se the plant inspection service, 
organized to keep insect pests ou t of 
i this cou nty, was not au thorized u ntil 
11)13. 
Proof that broomcorn ha.^ carried 
the borer into this cou ntry came in 
March, 11)20, April, 11)22, and again 
in 
March, 1023, when 
commercial 
shipments of broomcorn from Hu n­ 
gary and Italy were intercepted 
by 
federal inspectors at New York and 
fou nd to contain living larvae of the 
pest. 
This broomcorn was in the u n­ 
manu factu red state. 
Cu stomary methods of handling and 
manu factu ring broomcorn in this eou n 
try provide 
an excellent 
way for 
spread of the borer. 
Often the bu tts 
are thrown away, allowing the borer 
to go on its way rejoicing. 
Or, big 
stable brooms often go thru so little 
processing 
that 
the borer’s 
living 
q u arters are u ndistu rbed.

And as far as the United States is 
concerned he qu otes General Fries, 
head of the war dep artm ent’s chemical 
bu reau as follows: ' “ Chemical war­ 
fare is an established fact.
